Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  Year  1955.  It  is  again  an  ordinary 
report  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

The  Statistics  for  the  year  under  review  show  that  in  general 
the  health  of  the  Borough  continued  to  be  maintained  at  a  satis¬ 
factory  level. 

The  General  Death  Rate — 10.5  per  1000  of  the  population 
was  the  same  as  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
It  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  recorded  for  the  Country 
as  a  whole. 

The  Birth  Rate — The  downward  trend  commented  upon  last 
year  has  continued  and  the  Birth  Rate  has  declined  to  15.1  per 
1,000  of  the  population  the  lowest  rate  recorded  since  1941  and 
remains  2.0  per  1,000  of  the  population  below  the  average  for  the 
last  ten  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate— 29.3  per  1,000  live  births  is  the 
lowest  rate  recorded  since  1949.  Only  one  of  these  deaths  could 
be  ascribed  to  lack  of  care  and  skilled  medical  attention  at  birth. 
In  the  face  of  a  declining  Birth  Rate  the  saving  of  every  infant 
life  possible  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  To  this  end,  research 
and  the  efficiency  and  skill  of  the  medical  practitioner  and  Child 
Welfare  Service  is  directed,  and  I  hope  that  the  welcome  decline 
now  recorded  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  will  become  a  per¬ 
manent  feature  of  our  Vital  Statistics  and  further  triumphs  may 
yet  be  recorded  in  this  all  important  held. 

Measles.  During  1955  the  Borough  experienced  the  largest 
epidemic  of  measles  ever  recorded  in  its  history  during  which 
924  cases  occurred.  The  disease  was  widespread  throughout  the 
town.  The  epidemic,  which  actually  began  in  the  closing  months 
of  1954,  was  mainly  confined  to  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and 
was  generally  mild  in  character.  The  fact  that  no  deaths  occurred 
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could  be  attributed  to  the  mildness  generally  of  the  disease,  though 
some  severe  cases  were  encountered,  and  also  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  modern  treatment  by  Antibiotics  and  Sulpho  drugs  which 
tend  to  cut  short  the  course  of  the  disease  and  prevent  secondary 
infections  and  the  onset  of  a  fatal  Pneumonia. 

From  this  great  epidemic  these  are  some  of  the  lessons  to  be 
learned  : — 

Measles  is  to-day  the  greatest  scourge  of  childhood.  Very 
few  children,  if  any,  escape  at  least  one  attack  of  the  disease. 
There  is  no  really  effective  preventive  procedure  which  can 
be  used  to  stay  the  course  of  an  epidemic.  Research  to  find 
the  answer  to  this  problem  is  urgently  required. 

Home  isolation  has  too  many  imperfections  to  be  of  any  value 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Only  the  seriously  complicated  cases,  and  a  very  few  cases 
from  extremely  bad  home  conditions  can  be  admitted  to  an  Isolation 
Hospital,  because  during  an  epidemic  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
Service  is  totally  inadequate  to  deal  with  large  numbers  of  measles 
cases. 

The  speedy  notification  by  General  Practitioners  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  a  pre¬ 
ventive  measure  which  should  never  be  neglected.  In  this  respect 
the  majority  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town  co-operate 
most  whole  heartedly  and  some  even  telephone  or  call  at  the  Health 
Department  with  advance  information  rather  than  risk  the  delay 
occasioned  by  posting  formal  notifications. 

This  epidemic  is  a  warning  that  any  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
can  still,  even  in  this  modern  age,  assume  epidemic  proportions. 
It  will  be  by  constant  vigilance  they  will  be  kept  in  check,  and 
by  the  vigorous  use  of  improved  immunological  technique  they 
will  ultimately  be  stamped  out. 

Dysentery.  During  the  year  33  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
occurred  and  of  these  23  cases  were  in  children.  In  all  probability 
the  outbreak  was  larger  than  this  but  many  cases  were  of  such  a 
mild  and  transient  nature  that  medical  advice  was  not  sought. 
No  vehicle  for  the  infection  was  discovered. 

Para  Typhoid  Fever.  From  the  25th  August  to  16th  September, 
1955,  there  occurred  an  outbreak  of  Para-Typhoid  Fever  involving 
in  all  26  persons.  This  was  part  of  an  outbreak  of  the  disease 
which  occurred  at  that  time  in  the  County  of  Nottingham  and 
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had  resulted  from  eating  infected  pork  products.  Of  the  26  persons 
involved  8  were  cases  of  the  disease  and  18  were  symptomless 
excreters  of  whom  15  were  discovered  during  the  investigation  of 
contacts.  The  remaining  3  symptomless  excreters  were  found 
during  the  investigation  of  a  case  of  alleged  food  poisoning  in  an 
Irish  immigrant  who  had  been  infected  during  his  journey  to 
Mansfield  and  were  proved  to  be  linked  to  the  original  outbreak. 

Every  possible  assistance  was  given  by  the  Nottingham 
Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Service  where  the  vast  quantity 
of  bacteriological  material  was  examined.  During  the  Epidemic 
Conferences  were  held  attended  by  Officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  members  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  County  Districts  involved, 


and  these  proved  to  be  most  informative  and  helpful.

HOUSING. 

The  receipt  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
Circular  No.  30/54  stating  that  Local  Authorities  should  forthwith 
resume  the  full  exercise  of  their  powers  in  relation  to  Slum  Clearance 
closed  fifteen  years  of  embargo  and  prohibition  on  slum  clearance. 
The  first  step  was  taken  by  the  Town  Council  making  demolition 
orders  on  45  derelict  and  mostly  uninhabited  houses.  The  next 
step  was  to  review  the  housing  conditions  in  the  town  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
suitable  for  acting  by  slum  clearance  procedure.  I  am  indebted 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  completed  the  preliminary  survey 
which  revealed  that  299  inhabited  houses  occupied  by  308  families 
and  101  vacant  houses  in  all  a  total  of  400  houses  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  could  only  be  dealt  with  by  way  of  slum 
clearance.  During  the  next  5  years  all  of  the  houses  will  have 
been  demolished  and  a  considerable  improvement  made  in  the 
general  standard  of  housing  in  the  Borough. 
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1  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  ready  co-operation 
and  efficient  work  of  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department, 
and  in  particular  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  I.  Caley  (Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health)  for  her  valuable  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  continued  help  and  support  which  you  have  yourselves  given 
throughout  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 


(1)  Results  of  Immunisation. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year 
was  686  of  whom  549  were  under  5  years  of  age,  and  137  were 
aged  5 — 14.  The  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  75.9  compared  with  78.9  in  1954. 

The  number  of  children  already  immunised  who  were  given 
a  “  boosting  ”  or  reinforcing  dose  during  the  year  was  528. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  for 
their  invaluable  assistance. 

(2)  Policy  and  Propaganda. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
attention  has  been  directed  during  the  year  to  the  following  points  : 

(a)  “  Eight  months  old  is  usually  the  best  time  to  seek  advice.” 

This  policy  has  been  adopted  in  national  publicity  material 
because  it  is  realised  that  a  child  is  definitely  susceptible  to  diph¬ 
theria  by  11  or  12  months  of  age,  so  that  the  aim  should  be  to 
have  the  course  of  injections  completed  before  then  to  ensure 
full  protection. 

(b)  The  advisability  of  giving  a  single  reinforcing  or  ‘‘boosting” 
injection  to  those  children  who  were  immunised  a  number  of  years 
ago.  It  is  particularly  desirable  that  such  an  injection  should 
be  given  to  new  school  entrants,  both  because  the  protection 
given  by  the  early  injections  tends  to  wane  gradually  and  cannot 
be  relied  upon  after  four  years,  and  also  because  there  is  an  increased 
risk  of  exposure  to  infection  when  the  child  begins  to  attend  school. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH  PROPHYLAXIS. 

The  weekly  clinic  for  inoculation  against  whooping  cough 
started  in  November,  1946.  This  clinic  has  been  carried  on  without 
interruption  throughout  1955  and  during  the  year  433  children 
have  been  inoculated  against  this  disease. 


SMALLPOX  PROPHYLAXIS. 

328  Primary  and  38  Re-vaccinations  were  performed  during 
1955,  chiefly  amongst  the  child  population  of  the  Borough.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1955. 

During  the  year,  1,314  complaints  relating  to  housing  defects 
or  nuisances  were  received,  the  majority  of  these  being  in  respect 
of  housing  defects.  1,387  notices  requiring  the  repair  of  houses 
were  served  compared  with  1,639  in  the  previous  year.  As  a 
result  of  the  resumption  of  the  full  exercise  of  powers  under  the 
Housing  Acts  the  Council  were  able  to  take  up  again  the  campaign 
of  slum  clearance  which  the  war  interrupted.  The  first  step  in 
this  renewed  attack  was  to  submit  for  confirmation  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  the  surviving  12  clearance 
orders  held  in  abeyance  since  1939,  and  in  November  the  Minister 
confirmed  the  clearance  of  the  70  houses  and  one  other  building 
contained  in  these  Orders. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  food  was  carried  out  in  the  four 
private  slaughterhouses  licensed  by  the  Council  and  during  the 
year  28,690  animals  were  killed  and  inspected  in  these  premises 
as  compared  with  40,941  in  the  previous  year.  Over  32  tons 
of  meat  and  offals,  including  90  whole  carcases,  were  rejected  as 
unfit  for  food  and  condemned  by  your  inspectors. 

Of  the  total  of  241  samples  of  food  and  drugs  submitted  for 
examination  by  the  Public  Analyst,  29  or  12%  were  found  to  be 
of  unsatisfactory  quality.  Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  22  were 
milk,  equal  to  15%  of  tfie  total  milk  samples  examined  ;  the  defici¬ 
encies  in  16  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  due  to  natural  causes 
and  the  samples  had  therefore  to  be  regarded  as  genuine  though 
of  poor  quality.  The  remaining  six  unsatisfactory  milk  samples 
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were  found  to  be  adulterated  with  added  water  for  which  offences 
the  producer  was  summoned  and  fined  £25.  Of  13  samples  of 
sausage  examined  3  were  found  to  have  a  meat  content  below 
that  of  the  now  repealed  standard  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

All  premises  used  for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  storage  of  food 
were  inspected  as  frequently  as  the  numerical  strength  of  the 
Department  would  permit  and  during  the  year  1,134  inspections 
were  made  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  the  requirements 
of  the  bye-laws  relating  to  food  hygiene. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  Department 
was  impeded  by  a  shortage  of  staff  and  not  until  November  was  it 
dossible  to  fill  one  of  the  two  posts  vacated  in  the  previous  year. 

Detailed  information  of  the  work  done  by  the  sanitaty  inspectors 
is  set  out  in  statistical  form  in  the  following  pages. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their  ready  co¬ 
operation  at  all  times  and  in  particular  Mr.  G.  Spencer  for  his 
valuable  assistance. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  you  yourselves  for  the  help 
and  support  given  during  the  year.

N.B. — The  Ministry  of  Health  suggest  that  owing  to  numerous 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to 
pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given 
sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples. 
It  is  suggested  that  over  a  six-monthly  period  50  per  cent,  of  a 
vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades 
1  or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into 
Grade  4.

Owners  and  occupiers  of  infested  premises  have 
co-operated  throughout  the  year,  resulting  in  a  high  percentage 
of  premises  completely  eliminated  of  infestation.
